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At the time of the Office Action, claim 1-20 woe pending and considered by the 
Examiner, Claims 3 aid 9 stand objected to. Claims 5, 6, 11, 12, 16 and 17 have been 
withdrawn* Claims 1, 2, 4, 7, S, 10, 13-15 and 18-20 start rejected Pursuant to this 
A m e ndm e nt, claims 1, 3, 14 and 20 have been amended. Claims 1-20 remain pending m the 
subject application. 

Claims 5, 6, 11, 12, 16 and 17 have beai withdrawn as being directed to anonelcctcd 
species. Upon allowance of & generic clang, these dependent dahre shall beghrmcocsideratioa 
Since geoeric claims are allowable as arguad below, these claims are also allowable for at least the 
same reasons applied thereto, as wdl as for the additional sutject matter recited in each. 

Claim 3 has been found to contain allowable subject ntttter. Accordingly, claim 3 has 
been rewritten in independent form Thus, daim3 is allowable 

Claims 1, 2, 13, K 19 and 20 stand rejected under 35 U. S.C 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Grapes etal (U.S. Patent No, 4,867^35). Claims 1 and 7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) as being antic^peled ly Hoite Claims 4 and 15 stand 

rejected under 35 US,C 102(b) as being anticipated by Hyman et aL (U.S. Patent No. 
5,467,814). Claims 7, 8 and 18 stand rejected under 35 U. S C. 103(a) as being unpatontable over 
HoideetaL in view of Grapes etaL Claim 10 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unp at en t a b le over HouleetaL in view ofHymanetal These rejections are travelled for at least 
the following reasons. 

Without agreeing with the Examiner as to what is or is not taught by the art of record, 
claims 1, 14 and 20 have been amended to more clearly define what it is the applicant regards as 
the invention 

Mare specifically, claim 1 has been amended to recite that heat is transferred along the 
fibers from the hotter areas to the colder areas as an associated device moves past the contact 
surfcee. Contrary to the invention of claim 1, Grapes et aL teach that beat alters the thermal 
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plane whenever the electronic componorfs are mounted upon the printed circuit board 
Similaiiy, Houte et aL do not teach a heat-equafemg device thai transfers heat along the fibws 
from the hotter areas to the colder areas as an associated device moves past the contact surface. 
For at least these reasons, dan&l is not anticipated by Gtapesetal orHoulert aL 

Claim 14 has been amended to hxhide a groun^^ 
one of said fibers. Gi^xsetaL do not provide such a device. Thus, for at least thisreason, claim 
14 is not anticipated by Grapes etaL 

Ctann 20 has beu Branded to recite a 
actfacent the heated surfece of the heated body. Grapes et al. do not include such a limitation. 
Thus, for at least this reason, claim 20 is not anticipated by Grapes et al 

Hie renwtafog dams depend from one of claims 1 and 14, and, therefore, are allowable 
for the same reasons applied thereto , as wdl as fo r the additional subject matter recited in each. 

No new matter has been added by way of the amendments aid remarks made herein.
